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THE OUTLOOK 


Things are looking up. 
Last year’s 5-5 season was only the second time in the 


1960s that a Kent team won 5 games, and it came on the 
heels of Dave Puddington’s firs? season, a 1-9 debacle. 


Now, however, Puddington goes into a season with two 
of his recruiting classes playing for him and more good 
athletes than Kent has had for the past several years. 


With proven runners and fine prospects to compliment 
Don Nottingham, the Flashes’ ground game looks great. 


A seasoned Ted Bowersox looks improved at QB and, 
should he falter, the Flashes have two fine backup men in 
Larry Hayes and Steve Broderick. Depth at QB has been 
lacking for 5 seasons. 


A corps of fine receivers, with most of the newcomers 
adding blazing speed, and what looks to be a solid interior 
line give rise to hopes the offense will hang more points on 
the scoreboard. 


For the first time since Pud took over, Kent has the 
ability to strike from anywhere on the field. 


The defense obviously has to suffer from the loss of Jim 
Corrigall. 


However, the linebacking troops, anchored by Frank 
Dreier, will be quicker, albeit lighter, than in the past. 


The secondary, although not too deep, has talent, led by 
Tommy McDonald, who picked off 6 passes last year, and 
Stan Boykin, who saved the Miami game with a key theft. 


The line has been juggled and it looks now like the best 
people fill the positions. 


Added speed and seasoning gives one a hope for finer 
things. 

However, the schedule, which calls for opening against 
Ohio and has added the rejuvenated Pittsburgh Panthers, 
will force the Flashes to enter the season already jelled. It 
will not allow any time for experimenting... it’s now or 
forget it. 


Puddington says Kent will be more competitive this 
season. That it will be... and, with a break, perhaps even 
more. 


Phil Witherspoon’s knee is healed and he’s faster than 
ever, which has to give Kent the best one-two running 
punch in the league. 


An excellent crop of sophomores is ready to step in and 
fill any hole. 


And, the stadium is ready for its first, full year of use. 


Things are looking up. 


DAVE PUDDINGTON 


Last year’s 5-5 record should have made Dave Pudding- 
ton coach of the decade. 


There is ‘little doubt that the results of 1969 were of 
great satisfaction for “Pud” and his staff, not to mention 
the fans and alumni. Coming off a 1-9 season his first year, 
David’s building program really took off. 


And, now that his second recruiting year is about to 
project a wealth of good looking sophomores into the 
picture, David and his staff have much to look forward to 
this season. 


Now, the exuberant, keen organizer looks to the ’70s as 
a whole new ballgame with a streamlined offense it took 
two seasons of experimenting to put together. One of 
Puddington’s biggest assets is the fact he will change plans 
to fit personnel rather than try to mold the people to fit 
the program. 


“Pud’s” biggest boosters are his wife Jean and his three 
children, Linda (9), Jim (7) and Steve (6). 


A Canton native, Puddington attended Ohio Wesleyan, 
where he played center and end on the football team and 
guard on the roundballers. He was captain of the football 
squad his senior year. 


After graduation, Puddington served as admissions coun- 
selor and alumni field secretary for OWU. From 1950-1954 
he was an aviator in the Navy, seeing overseas duty for 16 
months in the Korean Theater of Operations. Puddington 
received two Air Medals. 


In 1955 Puddington went to Kettering Fairmont in 
Dayton, where he assisted in football, basketball, track and 
golf. He took over the head football coaching duties in 
1958, guiding Fairmont to a 9-0 record. 


His Fairmont team won the Miami Valley League title, 
and was seventh in the state. Puddington was selected as the 
coach of the southern all-stars in the North-South All-Star 
game in Canton. He was runner-up in the balloting as Ohio 
High School Coach-of-the-Year in 1958, and was selected as 
MVA Coach-of-the-Year. 


In 1959 Puddington came to KSU as backfield coach 
under Trevor Rees and helped the Flashes stop Miami’s 
30-game MAC Winning streak. 


In 1962 he became the head football coach of Washing- 
ton University of St. Louis and compiled a 36-16-3 record 
in six years at Washington. 


The 41-year-old mentor guided the Battling Bears to two 
first place and two second place finishes in four years of 
competition in the College Athletic Conference. 


Puddington is very active in the Fellowship of Christian 
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Athletes (FCA) and is responsible for getting a Kent 
chapter last spring. 


_ In addition to his coaching accomplishments, Pudding- 
ton is the author of the book: “Washington University 
Football,” co-author of “Off Season Conditioning Program 
for Athletics,” and co-author of “Football Scouting & 
Evaluation—A Complete Scientific Study.” 


THE STAFF 
LARRY VAN DUSEN, Assistant Head Coach 


At 33 years old, Van Dusen is Puddington’s chief 
assistant, in charge of the offensive backfield and co-ordi- 
nator of the offense. The tough-minded, tough bodied 
coach, is also in charge of the overall recruiting program. 


He came back to Kent from Northwestern—his Alma 
Mater where he played four years of football—where he was 
defensive line coach for a unit that was second defensively 
in the Big 10. 


Van Dusen was freshman backfield coach at Kent in 
1960 before moving on to Baldwin-Wallace as line coach in 
1961. His B-W team that year was undefeated and ranked 
second in the nation. 


In 1964, he joined Northwestern as offensive line coach 
and chief scout. 


Larry received a Master’s Degree from Kent in 1966 in 
phys. ed. and, aside from helping Puddington co-author 
“Washington University Football’ has had articles published 
in several coaching journals.

One of the new additions to staff... Ohio Northern grad 
(42)...spent 13 years at Orrville and five years at Warren 
Harding...41 years old...

Two-time All MAC defensive back at Kent (1964-65)... during 
play days, intercepted 14 passes...26 years old... comes here 
from Adrian College... has published articles on defensive play in 
coaches’ magazines...tough competitor as player... graduated 
from Kent ’68.

THE AD PICTURE 


As of the writing of this book, Kent State was without 
an “official” athletic director. 


The duties are being handled by Dr. Carl E. Erickson, 
the athletic director for the Flashes the past dozen years. 


Erickson became the dean of the newly formed school 
of Health, Physical Education and Recreation and asked to 
be relieved of AD’s duties. The task of running both 
programs would be too monumental for anyone. 


However, the events of May 4 cost the selection commit- 
tee precious time in finding a replacement for Erickson and 
the July 1 “deadline” for replacement could not be met. 


As of a month ago, the search continued and may for 
sometime. 


Finding anyone to take Erickson’s place will not be easy, 
for during his 12 years at the helm, Kent’s athletic future 
brightened considerably. 


During his tenure, Erickson saw the schedule take on 
new opponents that added a whole, new vista to Kent’s 
athletic program, He saw the stadium grow from 10,000 to 
the, now, 28,748 plant the Flashes will use, in entirety, for 
the first time this fall. 


Through his efforts, Kent made the news by hosting two 
NCAA wrestling championships and a like number of 
NCAA basketball tournaments. 


Proudly, Erickson points to his terms on the NCAA 
“1.6” committee, which has gone far to equalize the 
standards for athletes at all schools. 


In addition, he has served on the Long Range Planning 
Committee and the joint committee between the NCAA 
and the National Federation of State High School Athletic 
Association. 


Finding someone to fill his shoes can not be easy. 


The screening committee, headed by Dr. Tom Marshall, 
has had upwards of 50 applicants. 


“We are looking for an administrator,” Marshall said 
recently. “He need not be a coach with a fabulous record, 
although a ‘big name’ coach would be nice for publicity’s 
sake, But, we’re going to take our time and do the job 


right.”

THE MAC 


The Mid-American Conference embarks upon its 23rd football 
season. The league was organized in the winter of 1946-47 and has 
undergone many revisions before becoming stabilized with the 
present six members. 


Since 1955, the MAC has been composed by those present 
members, Bowling Green, Kent State, Miami, Ohio U, Toledo and 
Western Michigan. 


Ohio U is the only remaining charter member. 


The MAC received a boost in prestige in 1962 when the NCAA 
gave “Major College” status to the seven schools. 


Kent joined the loop in 1951 and competes in all nine sports. 
Titles won by the Golden Flashes include wrestling (1958), golf 
(1954 and 1968-tie) and baseball (1964). 


A thumbnail history of the MAC: 


1946: Butler U., Cincinnati, Ohio U, Wayne State, Western Reserve 
were charter members. 


1947: Wayne State withdrew, Miami and Western Michigan ad- 
mitted. 


1950: Butler withdrew, Toledo was admitted. 
1951: Kent State and Bowling Green admitted. 
1952: Marshall admitted. 

1953: Cincinnati withdrew. 

1955: Western Reserve withdrew. 

1968: Marshall suspended. 


Robert C. James was named commissioner in 1964, replacing 
founding commissioner Dr. David Reese. Robert Peck became 
assistant to the commissioner and press service director in 1967.

Semicentennial Year 


Not every University, or football team, can celebrate three 
semicentennial’s within 10 years. Not even the NCAA can do that. 

But, by golly, Kent State not only can, but will. 

In 1960, the history of Kent State was written for its semicen- 
tennial, commemorating the 50th anniversary of the school’s 
founding, 

In 1964, the sports publicity office celebrated the semicenten- 
nial for the 50th anniversary of the starting of classes, 

Well, 1970 happens to be the 50th football team to take the 
field for Kent, 

In the early years, the Silver Foxes did battle for Kent State 
Normal College. The Foxes played the game hard, and with great 
sportsmanship and went the first 24 games without scoring a point. 

It was 1923 when, after being thrashed 118-0 by Baldwin-Wal- 
lace, the Foxes gained their first score ever. 

End Delton Smith scooped up a West Liberty blocked punt and 
stumbled into the endzone. The PAT failed and Kent lost 7-6, but 
the students went wild, 

The team and students had vowed, that season, not to shave 
until Kent scored and the campus looked like the House of David. 
But the night of the TD, students poured into the streets to chant 
(get ready for this one) 

Ki-yi, Ki-yi, Ki-likity bim. 

Come out of the woods and sandpaper your chin, 

We're wild and wooly with teeth like a saw; 

Kent State College—Rah, rah, rah. 

After 14 more winless games, Kent finally got its taste of honey 
against the same West Liberty team on Nov. 14, 1925 with the same 
7-6 score, 

Thirty years ago, the Flashes set a standard for Kent wins as 
Rosy Starn’s crew won 8 and lost 1. 

Paced by Little All America Jimmy Jones, Kent shutout 6 
opponents that year and outscored their opponents, 186-36. 

After the war, and under Trev Rees, the Flashes played well, 
again reaching the 8-win mark in 1954. That year Kent attended its 
only bowl, bowing to Delaware 19-7 in the muddy Refrigerator 
Bowl at Evansville, Ind. 

Since the °40s, Kent’s greatest names in football have worked 
their way into the record books. 

Great running backs, such as Jack Mancos, Wib Little, Lou 
Mariano, Mike Norcia, Don Fitzgerald, Don Nottingham, Bill As- 
bury. 

Ends the caliber of Jimmy Jones, Will Perry, Billy Blunt, Bob 
Harrison. 

And a host of great linemen, led by Luke Owens and comple- 
mented by the Nelson Bobbs and Fred Blossers of today. 

Albeit the Golden Flashes’ history is not all winning, it certainly 
hasn’t been dull, Oldsters still remember Joe DeLeone’s last-minute 
drop kick (of 42 yards) that beat Wilmington, 15-14, in 1926; the 
year Kent became the Golden Flashes. 

They remember a myriad of thrilling games under Leo Strang, 
who lost 10 games by five points or less; and whose team beat Ohio 
on TV only to forfeit the victory because of an ineligible player. 

And, now, they remember Jim Corrigall, the school’s first major 
All America performer who gained such honors despite playing on 
teams that, at best, broke even. 

If the first 50 years are the hardest, then from here on in its clear 
sailing; and Dave Puddington and his crew look like solid sailors.
